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Vandals haunt Top of Utah ghost towns, 


Piece by piece, 
they rob state 
of its history

yond legibility. Hundred- 

year-old cabins used for 
firewood. Pot hunter potholes 
dug in long-abandoned towns 
west of the site of the com- 
pletion of the Transcontinen- 
tal Railroad. 

The abandoned towns of 
Box Elder County were de- 
stroyed in World War II. Not 
by an air raid, as the periodic 
craters and flattened build- 
ings might suggest, but it 
happened when historic, but 


little-used track was removed ~ 


for use in the war effort. All 
the residents, their railroad 
jobs eliminated, moved on. 

In the intervening years, 
collectors have carted off 
railroad spikes, coins, but- 
tons, bottles left by Chinese 
railroad workers, brass 
valves and other valuables 
tossed out of later trains. 
They’ve even taken truck- 
loads of railroad ties. 

The 1979 Archaeological 
Resource Protection Act 
strengthened laws against 


damaging historic artifacts, 
defined as any object more 
than 100 years old. Any dam- 
age over $500 - a level 
reached with nearly the first 
shovel full of dirt - is a felony 
and carries a possible prison 
sentence. 

But prosecution is diffi- 
cult. The Bureau of Land 
Management owns the rail- 
road grade west of Promonto- 
ry as well as a significant 
portion of Tooele County, site 
of abandoned mining towns. 
There are a few cases cur- 
rently under investigation, 
but digging for artifacts in 
Box Elder has not resulted in 
a conviction for several 
years. 

The agency only has two 
law enforcement agents cov- 
ering Box Elder, Tooele, Rich 
and Utah counties. One of the 
agents, Aaron ‘Kania, said 
they rely on other BLM em- 
ployees and the public for 
help prosecuting diggers in 
the area. 

“They’re our eyes and 
ears. We just can’t be every- 
where. We need the public,” 
Kania said. 

But vandalism and remov- 
al of artifacts are apparent in 
ghost towns from Kelton to 
Mercur, from Terrace to Ja- 
cob City. For example, an en- 
tire building in Grouse Creek 
is built from railroad ties, 
said Britta Laub, recreation 
planner for the BLM. 

“At least they (the ties) 
were being. used to build 
something. And they may 
have been taken before they 
were considered historic,” 
she said. 

Laub is not always so em- 
pathetic. A grave in the old 
Box Elder town of Terrace, 
once a peaceful resting spot, 
is now a hole. That’s what she 
and a group of Boy Scouts 
found one day while working 
on a project to clean up that 
small cemetery. 

“Can you imagine? I don’t 
know if they were looking for 
rings or what. I don’t know if 
they found what they were 
looking for, we didn’t look too 
close. But I just couldn't be- 
lieve it,’ Laub said. 

The problem is not limited 


to Box Elder. John Skinner, a 
Tooele historian and expert 
on the area’s mining towns, 


has watched several literally 
disappear since the 1960s. At 
the time, there were surviv- 
ing buildings at many in the 
cluster of boom towns, but 
snow, vandalism and another 
wave of mining have taken 
their toll. 

For instance, Jacob City’s 
boarding house, a two-story 
building used by tourists of 
the era, was standing until 
the early ..1990s. Skinner 
worked with cotinty govern- 
ment to get funding for its 
restoration, and the Toaele 
County Preservation Board 
was created. But it was too 
late. 

“I tried for years to get 
people up there to preserve 
it, but nobody seemed too in- 
terested. Finally, me and an- 
other guy went up one spring 
to try to brace it up a little bit 
and it had fallen,” Skinner 
said. 

The Preservation Board 
quickly collapsed along with 
its initial project. Unlike 
maintained and marked 
towns in Nevada, there just 
aren’t many structures left in 
Utah's ghost towns. 

But all is not lost. Julie 
McGee, a BLM archaeologist, 
said towns like Kelton and 
Terrace, while not much to 
look at, are still ripe for sci- 
entific study. 

Artifacts are generally ar- 
ranged in chronological lay- 
ers, with the earliest pieces 
buried deepest, she said. An 
undisturbed site is a time line 
that can tell researchers 
much about the economy, 
town layout and ethnic make 
up.

From Stockton, 
go south 5 miles, and turn left onto State Road 73, then go 13 miles to a sign that points 
up the mountain to Sunshine Canyon. From Lehi, take State Road 73 west to Camp
